Then would the spirit of Wille 
Shakespear be spared the tears which it 
sheds overt he offspring of his mind, when 
associated by imfmudence with the offspring 
of ite own, The lines themselves appear 
sensidie of the indignity offered them, as! 
it is evident they are where they are with-' 
out theif consent ; or, to use a trite. but, 
in this case, a pointed expression, as it is 
plain they were * dugged into their present

‘Truly, this wnparalieled introduction is. 
TOurog withess to the hatred he bears her 


“danger from the Gorgon’s power; and 


wish to be understood, or did he think he 
was talking to fools, and therefore. wheth- 
her he was understood or not, was a mat- 
ter of indifference? Be that as it may. we 
are convinced that no wise man could hear 
some of his sentences, without feeling him- 
self insulted. 

We pass on to the following delectable 
sentence. “ If Mr. Rose’s mission were 
the offers referred to,” &c. Another evi- 
dence this of our orator’s metamorphosing 
powers, and skill in grammar. ‘* Of onc 
mission he has made a number of offers ” 
Since he seems to have the wonderful fa- 
culty not only of changing a thing, but of 
making of one thing many ; we most de- 
voutly intreat him, in the name of mod- 
esty, decency, and common sense, not to 
caciviss tis oAll) upon his Specch, ubless 
he will change it so as to please the peti- 
tioners,in whose behalf we beg him to 
forbear. But we are requested, in the 
Register of the Friday before last, to read 
minister where mission occurs in our ora- 
tor’s address. We comply, and the sen- 
tence reads thus: “if Mr Rose's minister 
were the offers referred to,” &c. Our ora- 
tor is perfectly welcome to the additional 
excellence, which this reading gives his 
sentence. 

In what remains of the column under 
review, we discover nothing which we shall 
criticise, except the pronoun ** 1.” We 
have observed that none are so apt to use 
this pronoun, in their speeches, as those 
who have the least wit, and the most im- 
pudence. We do hot positively say that 
our orator ranks with one, or both of those 
classes, but we assert, that during his 
speech, he has given powerful proofs of 
belonging to both. From the strong pro- 
pensity he has to using the pronoun men- 
tioned, we suspect he is a pupil of a cer- 
tain celebrated gentleman, who, if he pleas- 
es, will teach him how ¢o0 fick, with frrodi- 
gious frrofit to himeclf, a certain old goose.

We shail 
therefore dismiss each of them, as soon 
as possi)le. 

The first we shall notice, is in the third 
paragraph. Our orator there ‘* proceeds 
to the Emenee hon-intercourse laws ; 
subjects which have furnished the most 
abundant sources, " &c.—He might as well 
have said, sources which have furnished the 
‘most abundant sources; forthe subjects and 
the sources mean ungestionably the same 
things.——Next the Embargo and non-in- 
tercourse laws are called “ hideous mon- | 
sters.” We are extremely glad to find 
our orator give one proof of his regard for 
truth, though it consists in nothing more 
han the application of names. Next we 
are told that “ zhey (the Embargo and non- 
intercourse laws) instead of being ¢ Midas 
(delectable grammar !) to turn every thing 
into gold, resemble the Gorgon, which no 
one could behold, without being changed 
into stone.” By the way, we cannot help 
observing, that our orator’s head is in no 


that Sir Solomon (his instructor) has no 
need of the power of Midas. in as much 
as he shews a similar skill by ‘urning goose 
feathers into gold. Next follows this won- 
derful expression: “ But the jaundiced .

On the trial ofthe libel-suit of David 
Thomas vs. Harry Crosweil, at Salem, 
Washington county, on the 9th inst.* 


Gentlemen of the Jury, 
In the decision of the question whic 

you are now called uponto consider, is in- 
volved some of the most important princi- 
ples that support @ free government. To: 
strike with precision upon the line which 
divides the licentiqusness from the liberty 
of the press, is perhaps the most difficult 
task that can ever be imposed upon the 
triers of a cause.” Besides, the political 
prejudices that are called into action on 
occasions of this kind, are extremely em. 
barrassing, and frequently interdict a fan 
discussion, and tooolten prevent an impar- 
tial decision. Connected with the: Plain- 
uff by the ties of friendship, and holdin, 
political tenetsin unison with his, I am 
willing to confess, that I feel somewhat 
embarrassed in this defence. Connected 
with the defendant by no-other relation 
than that which exists between Counsel 
and Client, I am stimulated tothe dis- 
cussion of the merits of this cause only by 
an inclination faithfully to discharge my 
duty as Counsel ; —and this duty becomes 
the more pleasant, from a full conviction 
on my mind, that the defence I shall sub- 
mit to you, will, upon strict examination, 
be found compleat. Before we enter up- 
on the discussion, permit me. gentlemen, 
to caution you against the indulgence of 
political prejudice ; and that portion of 
you who are denominated Republicans, I 
would particularly address, and earnestly 
beseech you, to exterminate all those re- 
vengeful feelings, which this supposed at- 
tack upon the reputetion of a man who 
has long enjoyed your confidence, is ad- 
mirably calculated to excite. In making. 
this appeal, I do not mean to be undei- 
stood, that it is. my» wish, or that of my 
Client to drive you beyond that line of 
impartiality prescribed by the immutable 
principles of justice :—yet I feel myself 
authorized to call upon you, as lovers of

6th. That letters were circulated a- 
mong the members of the assembly, stat- 
ing, that the plaintiff had been indicted. 
tried, and acquitted, for knowingly re- 


| ceiving counterfeit money, with an intent 


to pass it—that on the trial, one witness 
swore to the fact, but that witness being 
an accomplice, his testimony was deemed 
insufficient ; and on that ground a/one he 
Was acquitted. . 

7th. How could the Legislature consci- 
entiously commit the treasures of the 
state to a man, thus impeached, without 
investigation ? 

I now solicit your patience, gentkemen, 
while I examine the various charges con- 
tained in this libel, in the order in which 
I have already presented them. To as- 
certain the extent of the injury doné the 
plainuff, it is necessary that we should 
understand the import of the libel, and the 
true definition of each objectionable word : 
and here I shall commence with the term 
“fawning sycophant.”  Sycofthant is a 
word of Athenian origin. It was there ape 
plied to those persons, who undertook the 
laudable work of giving intelligence to 
the proper officers, of the violatiun of a 
jaw, interdicting the exportation of figs. 
its modern use is not only to descriLe a 
tal -bearer, but a flatterer; either of 
which definitions I am willing to give the 
plaintiff's counsel the full benefit of, as 
they may elect—provided they allow me 
one of the two definitions of the term 
fawning, which I contend for—that is, 
either soothing, or flattering. Allowing 
the defendant some credit for his schol- 
arship, it cannot be supposed that he 
would use two words of the same mean- 
ing, where the one is evidently intended 
to qualify and explain the other. Hence 
it is fair to infer, that the author intended 
to use the word fawning as defined by 
Bailey :—The sentence would then read, 
“4 soothing flatterer,” or “ a soothing 
taledearer,” either of which could not 
be considered as reproachful—much less 
can they be deemed sufficiently slander- 
ous to sustain an action. ied 

The next term that seems to excite at- | 
tention is, that of “ groveling office-seek- 
er.” The precise definition of the word 
groveling, is, lying with one’s face upon

charge of those dutics: incarsbent on him 
to perform. Whether the plaintiff did 
faithfully perform the trust reposed in 
him, a3 a representative, | submit to your 
determination. In addition to the facig 
already stated, I will call your attention to 
the particular time when the plaintiff Jef 
his seat in congress, which was about the 
middie of January, ‘808. This I consid. 
er as acircumstunce of some weight. The 
situation of our country, at that period ; the 
embarrassed condition of the government, 
connected with the measures then under 
consideration, rendered it the most impor. 
tant crisis since the adoption of the consti- 
tution. At this time, and under these 
circumstances, how did the plaintiff de. 
mean himself? [ feel, gentlemen, that you 
aaye an answer teady—But [ will not an- 
ticipate it—I will only observe, that if you 
-an reconcile it to your consciences, under 
‘he oath you have taken, to say, that soli- 
citing an office at Albany from the legisla- 
ture, was a faithful discharge of his 
4% a representative in congress, I shall be 
content with it. 

That the plaintiff was a “ Major General 
by commission,” is the next charge in or- 
der. What use the learned counsel will 
make of this, I am unable to conjecture, 
According to my view, it beggars all com- 
ment. It may pos:ibly be urged, thatit 
implies the absence of all the other quali- 
ties of a Major General, excepting a com- 
mission. There are cases, I admit, where 
expressions of this kind would convey this 
idea; and others where they would net, 
Were you to speak of a lawyer, eminent 
at the bar, and say, be wasa lawyer by 
profession—by his acquaintance it would 
not be considered reproachful ; but were 
you to apply the same phrase to one 
whom it was known had scarce arrived to 
the grade of a pettifogyer, the terms would 
be considered opprobrious. Hence, the 
qualifications of the officer, give a slader- 
ous effect to the words, and not the words 
hemsclves: therefore, 1 trust that the 
plaintiff's counsel will not be so unteclng 
as to insist that these words are libellous. 

We have now arrived to the charge of 
the plaintiff’s' “ abandoning his post.” 
The comments I have already made upon 
the facts that were relicd upon as a justi- 
fication to the first charge of the libel, are © 
in every view applicable tothis. That he 
voluntarily left his seat, is certain; but 
whether it was done with an inient to re- 
turn, or not, is not indeed fally proved.— 
" ertain it is, that he did notreturn. His

testimony. Compare these facts with the 
libel The indictment, trial, and acquit- 
tal, stand confessed. That Gibbs testified 
on the trial, in substance, as is stated in 
the libel, and that, he disclosed himself to 
have been an accomplice, are facts that 
have not yet been cuntroverted ; and that 
the court adjudged his testimony insuff- 
cient, and so charged the jury. Thus far 
the publication agrees with the facts :-— 
But the defendant goes further, and says 
that “on that ground alone he was acquit- 
ted.” The construction given by the plain- 
tiff’s counsel is, that although the plaintiff 
was acquitted, yet, by the terms, “on that 
nd alone” the defendant intended to 
represent him as morally guilty of the of- 
fence. I cannot persuade — that this 
was the author’s meaning. It is true, that 
the witnesses differ as to this construction. 
—But, were the plaintiff's counsel to in- 
troduce twenty witnesses, who would swear 
to their construction, until they became 
pillars of salt, it would not alter my opin-" 
jon. I read the publication thus :—The 
author relates, that the plaintiff was char- 
ged with a crime ; that, on the trial, one 
witness swore to his guilt ; but that wit- 
ness was not entitled to credit, owing to 
his peculiar situation ; the court sat in 
judgment on that testimony, and deter- 
mined the same insufficient ; and there- 
fore, or, to use the words of the author, 
on that ground alone, he was acquitted.— 
On what ground? On the ground that 
the testimony wasinsufficient. The relu- 
tive that, refers to the last antecedent,which 
js the adjudication upon the sufficiency of 
the testimony.— What, then, is the repre- 
sentation in the publication? “ That the 
plaintiff was charged, and acquitted for 
want of testimony to establish his guilt.” 
The well known maxim, “ that guilt 
must be proved,” proclaims the plaintiff's 
-innocence. 

It may possibly prove beneficial to my 
client, to state some legal principles which 
strike my mind as applicable to this part 
of the defence.—If a person is charged 
with the crime of murder, and that it was 
committed by killing a horse, it would b- 
no slander. The reason given, is, that 
the bane is accompsnied with the antidote 
—So, in the case of the plaintiff, the ac- 
quittal is the fellow-traveller with the 
charge. But the counsel opposed to us 
may say, that every reader of this libel is 
not aiawyer; and they have understood 
it differently. If 1 mistake not, 1 can put 
a case thut will destroy the weight of that 
reasoning —Suppose A. was to charge B. 
with stealing his pears, and by way of con- 
firmation, should state, that he could prove 
that he picked them from his tree in the 
: night—would this be slander? Certainly 
not; and the reason is, that picking pears 
from a tree is a mere trespass, and not a 
felony ; and yet that distinction is not 
known to one half, and, | presume, would 
not ‘occur to one in ten, who read the 
newspapers. 

I am tired of this technical reasoning. 
Let us proceed to examine the case on a 
broader scale.—Give the gentlemen oppo- 
sed to us the point, that a larger potion 
of readers will give their construction to 
the libel —What does it prove ? Nothing 
more than a difference of opinion ; and 
ought that to subject the defendant to the 
paymentof damages? Compare this case 
with the doctrine we contended for when 
the fameus sedition law was passed — 
What were our objections to that Jaw ? 
Permit meto remind you: We com- 
plained that it punished us for our opin- 
jons—not forour crimes. As republicans. 
we believed the administration of Presi- 
dent Adams fraught with innumerable e- 
vils ; and there were many of our editors 
who proclaimed them. Mark the sequel! 
They were indicted, tried, and convicted, 
by a court and jury who confided in those 
measures, and who believed them cerrect 
—when, at the same time, if the court and 
jury had been composed of that sect of 
politicians denominated republican, their 
acquittal would have been certain, and e- 
qually conscientious. —Give the defendant 
the benefit of those principles, and what 
‘will be the fate of the prosecution ?—The 
plaintiff (at some expence, to be sure) will 
be taught a valuable lesson, and the defen- 
dant will escape as free from injury as did 
Shadrach and his associates from the fiery 
furnace. 

There now remains but one item of this 
libel for comment. That is, the interrog- 
atory—“ How could the legislature,” &c. 
Were I not satisfied that your patience is 
nearly exhausted, I should attempt to jus- 
tily this part of the publication—in doing 
which, | should be compelled to consider 
the legislature as plaintiff in this cause— 
and consequently amenable to the public 
for their conduct in this transaction ; but 
this suit being brought to recover com- 
pensation for a supposed individual injury, 
and no assurance given that any portion of 
the damages will go into the treasury of 
the state, I shall refrain from any remarks 
on that subject, until the defendant is cai- 
led upon by the legislature. 

I have now, gentlemen, finished the dis- 
cussion of those parts of the libel which 
seem to meritattention. In doing which, 


I have endeavoured to avoid ali reflections 
of a personal nature, excepting such as 
anose eut of the merits of the controversy ; 
and to have passed them unnoticed would |

great slaughter. 

We learn verbally from Capt. Crockat, that 
the victory of the 20th was obtained by a russe 
de guerre ; the Emperor Napoleon, under cover 
of a feigned retreat, having drawn the archduke 
Charles into a very unfavourable position. The 
archduke John was advancing to meet the 
French at the head of 30,00¢ men, so that a se- 
cond general en nt was daily expected. 

The Emperor of Russia and the king of Prus- 
sia continued neuter. 

The ship Mentor, captain Ward, arrived in’ 
France from New-York, about three weeks He-' 
fore the sailing of the Virginia. 

Captain Crockat, we understand, has brought 
dispatches for Government from Mr. Armstrong, 


leaviag Paris, and would probably return in the 
Meator. 
Nothing new had been received from Spain. 
The embargo on American vessels in the ports 
of Holland was raised early in April. 
The Emperor of Austria had returned to Vi- 
enna from the army.
